HISTORY OF OLIVET A.M.E. CHURCH 

by Lola Stewart Mathews 

The Olivet A.M.E. Church was organized in 1870 by its first pastor, the Reverend J. Bundy 
and nine charter members: Mr. and Mrs. Farrow Powell, Mr. and Mrs. James Jackson, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jesse Bridgeman, James Hurst, J. B. Lott and John Powell. The organization be¬ 
came a legal entity oy Articles of Association, March 16, 1871, under the name “Olivet 
Chapel Society of the African Methodist Episcopal Church in South Bend”. Said articles 
were signed by James Hurst, Farrow Powell, J. H. Jackson, Catherine Wilson and Alice 
Fowler, and provided, among other things, “The object of this association is to spread the 
Gospel under and in accordance with rules and discipline of the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church”. 


The first trustees: Farrow Powell, James Jackson and James Hurst, purchased the site at 310 
West Monroe Street. Shortly thereafter, the first building was erected under the leadership of 
the Reverend J. Bundy. Later, it was remodeled and completed by the Reverend George W. 
Benson. The second building was erected in 1916-17 during the administration of the Rever¬ 
end C. Emery Allen. This building was opened February 4, 1917, and was dedicated during 
the Michigan Annual Conference in September, 1917, by the late Right Reverend C. S. Smith, 
presiding oishop. The pipe organ was unveiled on October 23, 1917, under the pastorate of 
the Reverend A. T. Readding. 

During the pastorate of the Reverend Roderick S. Johnson, the membership purchased the 
Lowell Heights Methodist Church and parsonage at 719 and 724 North Notre Dame Avenue, 
moving in on December 7, 1969. At 4:00 P.M. on that day the Right Reverend H. Thomas 
Primm, presiding bishop of the 4th Episcopal District of the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, of which Olivet is a member, made the formal dedication. On December 16, 1971, 
a banquet observing the 100th anniversary of the church was held in the Indiana Club. 


In September, 1972, Bishop Primm appointed the Reverend Clarence G. Robinson as pastor. 
The balance on the church property was $45,000.00. Under his leadership we were able to 
liquidate our mortgage in three short years. In December, 1975, we owed $5,000.00. Pastor 
Robinson then suggested putting on a special pledge drive so that we could pay our mortgage 
out in 30 days. Our theme, “You Make the Effort, God Will Make the Way” was adopted, 
and on January 1, 1976, the trustees made final payment on the church property. 


Since its inception, Olivet has directed its program toward the religious and social improve¬ 
ment of local Negro residents. For many years it was the only center of their social, pditical 
and religious life. It was known as “the colored church” until others were organized some 
years later.

Elder Henderson Sheridan Davis received his A.B. Degree from 
Wilberfore University, B.D. from Payne Seminary and his P.H.D. 
from Boston University. He taught at Payne Seminary and Wilberfore 
University from 1945-1951. He also taught at Allen University, 
Columbia, S. C. from 1951-1957. Elder Davis was head of the 
Department of Psychology, Philosophy and Religion and the Dean of 
Dickerson Seminary. 

Elder Davis was ordained in the Indiana Conference in 1938. He has 
pastored churches in Indiana, Michigan, Massachusetts, Ohio, South 
Carolina, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Iowa. He is builder of 
the New St. Paul A.M.E. Church in Des Moines, Iowa in 1972.
